Urging the extension of agricultural 
education in secondary and elem entary 
schools and commending the opera­ 
tion of demonstration trains of the 
Northwest products by railroads. 
Opposed to the inspection of mining 
claims by forest reserve representa­ 
tives on the ground that it is often 
incompetent. 
Urging the government to aid in 
opening ttie great w aterw ays of the 
country by bond issues, if necessary, 
and commending country life move­ 
ments, such as playgrounds, parks and 
com m unity centers. 
Opposing the w ithdraw al of natural 
resources by the federal government 
when such resources are needed to 
properly develop the country adjacent 
thereto and favoring a modification of 
the conservation policy of the govern­ 
ment to conform to these principles.

proposed in a bill to be introduced on 
Monday by Senator W . S. Kenyon of 
Iowa. 
The measure is designed by 
Judge Kenyon to strengthen this law 
in the light of his experience as the 
trust buster of 
the T aft adm inistra­ 
tion, a position w hich he vacated to ; 
enter the senate. 
The Kenyon bill w ill provide, among j 
other things, for jail 
sentences for 
individuals found guilty of violations ! 
of 
the Sherm an 
anti trust 
act. 
At j 
present 
individuals found 
guilty of j 
violation or evasion of the law are 
subject to fine or imprisonment in tlie j 
discretion of the court. 
It is the opin- j 
ion of Mr. Kenyon that jail sentences . 
would prove more effective in enfore- | 
ing respect for the law. 
Another important provision of the 
measure w ill be one bearing on pat- ; 
cuts controlled by big industrial com* | 
binations. 
This w ill provide for the 
forfeiture of patents or patented de- | 
vices that are used 
incident 
to up- j 
building a combination that amounts j 
to or approximates a monopoly. 
It is , 
alleged that one of the corporations of 
the country whose case is now before 
the United States supreme court for 
decision 
m aintains 
itself 
largely 
through patents and protected devices. 
Senator Kenyon would have such pat- 1 
ents forfeited under certain circum ­ 
stances. 


Provision Affecting R ailroads. 


I 
A third provision of Senator Ken- I 
. yon’s bill is sim ilar to one embraced 
in the adm inistration railroad bill con- | 
sidered by congress two or three years 
ago. 
This is designed to prevent one 
railroad 
from 
acquiring or 
holding 
stock in another railroad. 
The ad- j 
m inistration bill provides that such 
stockholdings by railroads, except in 
such eases as the New York Central 
and the W e st Shore roads, were il-; 
legal. 
The adm inistration bill further pro 
vided, however, that where a railroad ] 
already han come into control of a c?r 
tain proportion of the stock of another 
| road that it might secure the remain- 
I der under lim itations that were pre- 
I scribed. 
j 
W hether the Kenyon bill w ill have 
i the approval of the adm inistration is 
I not known. 
Although Senator K en ­ 
yon has aligned himself with the R e 
I publican 
progressives his 
relations 
j with the adm inistration are exceeding- 
| ly intim ate. 
Although the president 
! did not interfere it was known that 
' Judge Kenyon had the moral support 
; of the adm inistration in his fight for 
i the senate. 
j 
The Kenyon bill undoubtedly will 
have the support of the progressives. 
It is understood that its provisions 


j were drawn with care and that at the 
; proper tim e Senator Kenyon w ill de- 
| liver a speech in advocacy of the bill. 
! No attempt will be made to press the 
j bill to passage at this time. 
At the 
| December session, however, Senator 
I Kenyon w ill make every effort to have 
his bill reported promptly.

Clerk Then Takes Poison in Old Capi­ 
tol at St. Paul. 


St. Haul, M ay 6.— Despondent over 
some piece of misfortune, possibly a 
love affair, 
Herbert 
Spencer, about 
twenty-five years old, a helper in the 
United States food and drug inspec­ 
tion laboratory in the old capitol, com­ 
mitted suicide by taking poison in the 
vault of the laboratory some time be­ 
tween Tuesday night and 
Thursday 
morning, after plugging the bolts of 
the door from the inside so that an 
expert had to 
be called 
when 
Mr. 
M itchell, suspecting harm had come 
to 
the young man, found 
that 
the 
doors would not open, although the 
combination was properly set. 
Spencer’s body was found inside, 
lifeless. 
From appearances he 
had 
taken some sort of poison, possibly cy­ 
anide of potassium. 
Inspection of the 
interior of the vault disclosed that, 
after locking himself in, Spencer had 
driven in wooden wedges behind the 
bolts so they could not 
be 
thrown 
back even after the combination had 
been set to open. 
Inasmuch as Spencer knew the vault 
was opened only infrequently and the 
plans he took to wedge the bolts it is 
believed he hoped discovery of his sui­ 
cide would not be made for some time.

The Kenyon bill w ill provide, among 
other things, for jail sentences for 
individuals found guilty of violations 
of 
the Sherman 
an titru st 
act 
present 
individuals found 
guilty of 
violation or evasion of the law are 
subject to fine or imprisonment in the 
discretion of the court. 
It is the opin­ 
ion of Mr. Kenyon that jail sentences 
would prove more effective in “ iiforc- 
ing respect for the law. 
Another important provision of the 
measure will be one bearing on pat­ 
ents controlled by big industrial com­ 
binations. 
This will provide for the 
forfeiture of patents or patented de­ 
vices thut are used 
incident to up­ 
building a combination that amounts 
to or approximates a monopoly.
